Uda then went on 40 where members of the 
Radio Club Peruano were springing to life. Ali O4 
districts checked in, except the 2nd and 3rd cali 
areas which were strangely silent. Searching the 
band Uda heard, "This is OA43T calling,” All 
stations then QRT and listened to the weak signal 
from Father Benito Meyers at the seminary in 
Huaraz, The good father had a tale of disaster. 
While Father Hilery who was at the mike was trans- 
mitting, one wall of the shack broke away and fell 
down the mountain. Picking up their equipment in a 
hurry, before the rest of the shack went, Fether 
Beade Jameison, attempted to direct and lead the 
children to safety, but a wall fell and buried 
them all alive. The clubs emergency net went on 

a 24 hour schedule. 


OA4S went back on 15 and immediately QSOed H4DI & 
K40L who were waiting for him. They rapidly made 
plans. OA4J pre-empted the M/M frequency of 21425. 
Conditions on 15 were erratic. Lima would need

Washington. Uda got in contact with the Red Cross 
in Washington, and tole the Director the story of 
the disaster. From then on the disaster net oper- 
ated 15 to 16 hours a day during the first three 
weeks. Contact was relieble. Washington could be 
reached quicker than on commercial circuits. The 
Red Cross sent Udg an assistant to handle the tele 
phone as the lines were overloaded. A good circ- 
uit was hed with the American Red Cross whenever 
needed as well es with Project Hope in Washington 
ané World Medical Relief in Detroit. The Radio 
Amateurs sent a list of requirements from the Peru 
vian Red Cross and the Ministry of Health. They 
asked for the necessary medicines and supplies 
needed to care for the homeless. And ail by Ama- 
teur Radio! Press reports reported only one or 
two hundred dead. They did not believe what the 
radio amateurs told them. The Radio Amateurs suff- 
ered agonies of frustration - voices deteriorated 
into raspy croaks in their desparation and vain 
efforts to convince people in Washing on that 
10,000 were lying under the debris of Huaraz, and 
that Yungay had become « 20th Century Pompeii; 
that a whole side of a mountain had slid down 
into beautiful cafion of Eueyias; that of the 
22,000 people of Yungay, only survivors vere 2000 
Souls end four palm trees. But the press agencies 
were still mentioning a mere 200 Geaths. Bro. 
Hilary on his lonely mountain, & solitary mourner, 
related the fate of an entire city in vain. Who 
was Bro. Hilary? Who were the radio hams? Those 
pests" who always seem to get into the TV set or 
record player. Who were they to refute these in- 
fallible mountains of {mis) information? Well the 
press finally found out whe these didicated people 
were, Constantly the net was interrupted by kind- 
hearted people who wanted to help. Uda Ross can- 
not remember all of those who assisted. Just a few 
that come to mind: Nancy WASCGZ in Detroit who 
connected OA4J with Mrs. Auberlin of World Medi- 
cal Relief. K25EJ, XZ5MB, and HP1XMY who helped 
track the supplies once they were underway. 
KG6AQE/HK1, WLTM, W2EY, WA2WUV,WB2YOI, WB5AKZ/HK3, 
HC2HV, all had active perticipation in the relief 
work. Hard-working K4DI, K40L and W2AIM with OadJ 
4id a lot to assist Uda in his efforts. This is 
just a sketchy summary of Uda's report to QCWA, 
but the work of the Radio Amateurs will not be 
soon forgotten by many in Peru and the U.S. To all 
these amateurs we can surely say they epplied phe

A BOOK REVIEW: I just finished reading, "Contact et 
Sea" by P. B. Schroeder WIPHY. The whole story in 
brief for the first time; its history from Marconi 
to date, and the interrelationships between mari- 
time wireless and other services.

My good 
friend and yours, Jack Gray,WSJDV's key has been 
silenced. He died of cancer ape. lst, and we all 
know he was @ most renowned and respected radio 
amateur of the fraternity. He became interested in 
radio at the age of 12 and at 17 he became ea wire- 
less operator with the old Marconi Wireless Co. 
During WWII he served as a Navy radioman, and after 
the War,worked in the old Crosley Radio Factory in 
Cincinnati. He was an engineer for WLW and super- 
visor of Voice of Americeé in Mason, Ohio. He began 
collecting old wireless gear years ago, and later 
opened his now famous “Gray History of Wireless 
Museum.He was also named "Amateur of the Year" for 
the mid-eastern US,and was inducted as a charter. 
member of the Cincinnati Srea Amateur Radio Hell of 
Fame. His energies were not restricted to ham 
radio. He was very active with the Boy Scouts, 
civic work and church programs, Jack was an out- 
standing gentleman, a dedicated "Ham",and will be 
long remembered by his friends in the fraternity. 


W3NAL,Col. Geo. McNally another member of QCWA and 
a long time friend of mine, also died. Here again 
we lost a most dedicated radio amateur, who was 
keenly interested in the Amateur fraternity. Col.
